“When the JEC is told that they 
have broad rule-making ability ...

JEC member Andrew Hamilton 
countered that the JEC had the 
mandate to make the elections as 
fair as possible. 

“The JEC has intended to keep 
the best interest of students at all 
times,” he said. 

The unanimous decision will 
force the JEC to 
change the final 
rules to require 
candidates to 
acquire 40 per- 
cent of the vote to win without a 
run-off 

“That’s what the system’s here 
for,” said Hamilton, who served as 
counsel for the JEC. “It will be 
quite interesting to see what their

The Student Association won 
the fight to protect what percent- 
age of the vote a candidate must 
obtain to be elected, as the Student 
Court ruled against the Joint 
Elections Committee Monday 
night. 

The Student Court ruled that 
the percentage required for a can- 
didate to win without a runoff 
would remain at 40 percent, 
instead of the 50 percent urged by 
the JEC. The decision said the JEC 

did not have the 

authority to inter- 
pret that clause of 
the SA Constitu 
tion. 

SA President Damian McKenna 
and Executive Vice President 
Dianne Gayoski cited the constitu- 
tion, which states that “the presi- 
dent and executive vice president 
shall be elected by an at-large plu- 
rality of at least 40 percent of votes 
cast for those respective offices.” 

SA Vice President of Legislative 
and Judicial Affairs Shawn 
Stephens argued that the JEC 
should change the campaign rules, 
not election procedure. 


Student Association presiden- 
tial candidate Andrew Lewis lost a 
dispute with the Joint Elections 
Committee Tuesday night when 
the Student Court ruled 4-0 to lift 
an injunction on some of Lewis’ 
campaign fines. 

Details of the court’s decision in 
Lewis. V. JEC were not available 
Wednesday, but the ruling seemed 
to indicate that the Court will 
accept a wider range of power for 
the JEC, allowing it to hold poten- 
tial candidates to committee rules 
beyond the official election season. 

Lewis’ suit said fines assessed 
against him for sending a cam- 
paign e-mail and handing out cam- 
paign materials in the Smith 
Center should be thrown out, since 
at the time of these incidents he 
was not yet an official candidate. 

“An individual is not a candi- 
date until he or she has filed a dec- 
laration of candidacy with the 
-tEC,” said David Petron, who 
acted as counsel for Lewis. “I 
understand the problems (the JEC) 
is faced with ... (but) only when a

Hate mail plagues professors 


gj y English and history faculty receive anti-Semitic letter 

Kim Moreland, acting associate dean of the 
Columbian School of Arts and Sciences and associate 
professor of English, found the letter “too disturbing 
and horrifying to read.” 

Moreland said she gave the letter to University 
Police immediately. 

“I called for two reasons. One, I wanted to express 
moral outrage. 'Two, it seemed as though the letters 
were filled with so much hate and were very intrinsi- 
cally scary. If you have people sending out this kind of 
information, people in the mail room should know so 
they can be careful,” Moreland said. 

According to Monica L. Stevens, a senior secretary 
at UPD, the letter is under investigation by 
University Police. Stevens confirmed that the letter 
was received by the English and history departments. 

English professor Judith Plotz mailed a copy of the 
letter to the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith’s 
Washington, D.C., regional office. 

The letter has been brought to the attention of the 
ADL by numerous regional offices around the country, 
according to Lesley Weiss, associate director of the 
ADL’s Washington office. 

The mailing has been sent to faculty members at 
Tulane University, the University of Notre Dame,

Candidates introduced them- 
selves to leaders of Asian student 
groups Monday night as potential 
unifiers of GW’s diverse student 
population. 

Though census statistics from 
the fall show that 36 percent of 
undergraduate and 43 percent of 
graduate students are interna- 
tional students or members of 
minorities, many from these 
groups say their needs are not met 
by campus leaders. 

“Sometimes we can’t help but 
feel left out,” said Jill Tokuda, vice 
president of the Japanese 
Intercultural Network. “Asian 
Americans may feel apathetic 
because we’re never really 
approached (by campus leaders).” 

Rodney Salinas, Program 
Board executive chair and a mem- 
ber of the Philippine Cultural 
Society, addressed more than 20 
Asian student leaders after each

The lack of Community Service 
Aides in Madison, Crawford, 
Mitchell and Francis Scott Key resi- 
dence halls is due to CSAs failing to 
report for duty, according to Dolores 
Stafford, director of University 
Police. 

Some students are concerned 
about the lack of security when 
CSAs are not present to monitor 
who enters the buildings. 

“About once a week I’ll come in at 
8 or 9 (p.m.) and there won’t be any- 
one there,” said freshman Carrie 
Truehart, a resident of Mitchell 
Hall. She said it bothers her because 
thefts have occurred in Mitchell. 

A resident of Francis Scott Key 
Hall said her boyfriend, who is not a 
GW student, entered the building 
and walked up to her room because 
no CSA was there, and no other stu- 
dent stopped him. 

The resident said it makes her 
nervous to know that anyone could 
walk into the building behind anoth- 
er student without being stopped. 

Stafford said the number of CSAs 
has increased dramatically. Two 
years ago, there were 85 aides and 
this year there are 150, she said. 

Assistant Director of Residential 
Life Paul Barkett said that “to the 
best of his knowledge,” no clause is 


in the leases that say students are 
entitled to security in the form of 
CSAs. 

Stafford said the contingency 
plan UPD has set up is to schedule 
two extra people for every shift. If 
more than two CSAs fail to report 
for their shifts, UPD evaluates 
which dorms have “the least possi- 
bilities of problems,” Stafford said. 

Officers also are alerted when no 
CSA is on duty in a residence hall, 
Stafford said. 

UPD has no system to decide 
which hall gets the available CSAs, 
Stafford said, but freshman halls 
are covered first. 

She said that if a CSA does not 
report for duty two or three times, 
he or she is terminated. She said it 
is necessary to impress upon the 
CSAs the importance of their atten- 
dance. 

Stafford said no students have 
come to her saying they are con- 
cerned for their safety in the dorms 
that frequently have no CSAs. 

Freshman Melissa Homer, a res- 
ident of Madison Hall, said it doesn’t 
bother her that a CSA is not always 
there. 

Homer said having a CSA is 
bothersome at times because every 
non-resident has to be signed in 
when the CSA is there. She said she 
sometimes comes in at 2 a.m. and no 
CSA is there.

It’s “Q”-nanimous. 

The Student Association president must be a person who can keep the 
organization focused on its basic goal - serving the students. The job 
requires a clear vision and the ability to get things done. But most of all, 
the SA president should be a man (or woman, but none are running this 
year) of the people. 

That’s the biggest reason why Kuyomars “Q” Golparvar is the best 
candidate for the job. From the time he stepped on campus, Golparvar 
has made his presence known through service both in the SA and on the 
Program Board, particularly by spearheading countless community ini- 
tiatives. 

Most importantly, Golparvar is the most approachable candidate. It 
seems as if everyone on campus knows Q, and more importantly, that he 
knows and can get along with everyone. His programming experience will 
help the SA get back to basics, and his genuine interest in individual stu- 
dents will help to change the sentiment that the SA is distant from the 
rest of GW. 

Sophomore Adam Siple is a strong second to Golparvar. In less than a 
year of service on the SA Senate, Siple has already made his mark as an 
activist who has used his position to put together valuable events includ- 
ing Issues Awareness Night. We want to see Siple run again next year, or 
at least to stay closely involved with student government. 

SA Vice President for Finance Andrew Lewis knows how the SA works 
- perhaps too well. Although Lewis may have some valuable experience, 
he is the ultimate fourth-floor insider, and we doubt his ability to make 
average students feel the SA is working for them. 

The other two candidates, Jeff Butler and Terry Miller, have strong 
ideas but lack concrete evidence to show their plans will work. Miller’s 
platform doesn’t have a cohesive theme holding it together. Butler, 
although he has a good grip on the problems facing the average GW stu- 
dent, has few ideas of how he would address such problems. 

Sayegh for EVP 

The job of SA executive vice president is something of a dichotomy. The 
EVP has to keep the Senate organized while at the same time offering 
dynamic policy suggestions. Junior Tony Sayegh has shown he can do 
both, and we believe he will bring the most to the position of EVP. 

As the man who re-founded and served as chair of the GW College 
Republicans, Sayegh resuscitated a group that had been the victim of 
poor and unethical leadership. From there, he rebuilt the CRs into an 
enthusiastic group that traveled up and down the East Coast to campaign 
for Bob Dole last year. He has displayed organizational ability along with 
vision. 

Sayegh will use that experience to offer all the SA’s resources to stu- 
dent groups like his own. He also promises to foster communication 
between students and administrators through open forums. Sayegh’s 
enthusiasm and political ability will serve the Senate well. 

Law student Jahna Hartwig is also a strong candidate. Her experience 
on the Senate with issues like parking and the student Metrocard is 
invaluable to the SA. While Sayegh is a more dynamic candidate, 
Hartwig has a lot to offer. She should definitely stay involved and com- 
plete her work, either through a Cabinet position or possibly on the 
Senate again if a seat opens up next fall. 

The final candidate, Indian Students Association President Kirti 
Patel, had an interesting proposal - the house of representatives, where 
leaders of student groups would get together to discuss issues. But on sec- 
ond glance, the house of reps isn’t such a good idea. It would disperse stu- 
dent power too widely and add to an already burdened SA bureaucracy. 
Patel is a genuinely concerned student, but she lacks the political savvy 
to effectively lead the Senate.

I am writing in response to the 
article and illustration in the Feb. 
10 edition of The GW Hatchet (“The 
shoe tree debacle goes on,” p. 4). It is 
a disgrace that such a widely read 
publication such as yourself consis- 
tently prints false or misconstrued 
information.

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D.C. history class 
goes interactive

A new interactive course offered 
at GW allows anyone with Internet 
access to delve into the issues that 
plague Washington, D.C. 

The Washington D.C.: History, 
Culture and Politics City Renewal 
Project, the first project of its kind at 
the University, presents the curricu- 
lum of professor Howard Gillette’s 
course on the World Wide Web. 

“I have taught this course for sev- 
eral years, the only difference is that 
it is on the Internet now,” Gillette 
said, noting that the Web site was 
the logical “next step” to take. 

The site includes the class syl- 
labus, a section called “Breaking 
News and Latest Events,” historical 
resources, a bulletin board to post 
messages and tape recordings of 
each class session to connect stu- 
dents and other people interested in 
Washington, D.C., to the classroom. 

“(The course) looks into a larger 
dialogue of why Washington D.C. is 
in trouble . . . and its civic renewal,” 
Gillette said. 

Amanda Huron, a production 
assistant at the Soundprint Media 
Center, takes care of the technical 
aspects of the class, such as record- 
ing every class and putting it on the 
Web. 

“(The Web site) gives people who 
are not taking the class access to the 
class ... it is also a way to continue 
the discussion outside of class,” 
Huron said. 

The interactive site helps stu- 


dents to further their understanding 
of the issues addressed in the class. 

“Most of the people that come to 
lecture in the class keep us updated 
(on the Web site) about what they 
are doing,” said Jeremy Hangst, a 
student in the class. 

“Through the bulletin board any 
questions you have get answered 
either by the speaker or by someone 
else in the class,” said Troy Miller, 
another student. “The information 
we are getting gives us a good foun- 
dation to solve the problems.” 

Students in the class work in 
small groups with the guidance of 
one of the course’s three teaching 
assistants to research and present 
projects on issues such as the effects 
of tourism in Washington, D.C. 

“This is (the students’) project, 
my goal is to guide them,” teaching 
assistant Carolyn Brucken said. 
“This is a direct hands-on project, 
and they are acting as the public.” 

The class also offers a wide range 
of speakers who enhance the stu- 
dents’ understanding of the city’s 
problems. Speakers so far have 
included D.C. Agenda Chairman 
James Gibson, George Mason 
University professor Stephen Fuller, 
former Albuquerque Mayor David 
Rusk and Josh Wyner of the 
Appleseed Foundation. 

“The country does not know what 
the problems of the city are,” 

Wyner said. “I think that it is great 
that there are people who have not 
grown up in D.C. and are only going 
to be here for four years learning 
about the problems.”

George Washington Awards 
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Etzioni, panel discuss 
mo^rn morality

“Are you living in a zero-sum 
world in which more moral order 
means less personal liberty or are 
they mutually supportive?” asked 
GW political science professor and 
noted communitarian author 
Amitai Etzioni Wednesday after- 
noon. 

More than 130 GW professors, 
students and public policy analysts 
crammed into a Marvin Center 
conference room to listen to a panel 
discuss Etzioni’s latest book, The 
New Golden Rule, and the state of 
communitarian issues today. 

The panelists included visiting 
scholar from the American 
Enterprise Institute John Fonte; 
columnist E.J. Dionne of The 
Washington Post; Georgetown 
University’s Dean of Faculty R. 
Bruce Douglas; George Mason 
University’s Hirst Scholar from the 
Institute of Public Policy Francis 
Fukuyama; and senior editor of the 
Weekly Standard David Brooks. 
The discussion was moderated by 
GW President Stephen Joel 
Trachtenberg. 

“I would recommend you read 


the last chapter first,” Etzioni said 
in his opening remarks. “I found I 
liked the last chapter best, and the 
next-to-last chapter second best, 
and so on. Perhaps this is because 
I wrote the book originally in 
Hebrew,” he joked. 

On a more serious note, he 
pointed out that his work in com- 
munitarianism raises more new 
questions than it provides answers. 
“We want an orderly world, not just 
in the legal sense but in the more 
profound, social sense ... How do 
we find new shared understandings 
that will guide us into the future?” 

Dionne said he admires commu- 
nitarianism for “shaking up our 
political debate.” He described 
Etzioni’s work as “an effort to res- 
cue modernity from problems that 
communitarians have recognized.” 

Brooks described himself as a 
“recovering communitarian.” He 
has spent time in Belgium as a 
journalist, a culture he said he con- 
siders quite communitarian in its 
values. 

“I now try to defend the world 
from Belgian cultural hegemony,” 
he joked. “There’s not much nation- 
al fervor in Belgium. In fact, 
there’s not much fervor at all ....”

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SA Senate passes student group allocations 


Independence Mag azine protests its mid-year funding

The Student Association Senate 
passed a bill Tuesday night outlin- 
ing its mid-year student group allo- 
cations, but rejected an amendment 
to provide additional money to an 


organization that was unhappy 
with its funding. 

The staff of Independence 
Magazine requested that the 
Senate amend its finance bill to 
include an additional $540 alloca- 
tion to the publication. 

Graduate Sens. Emily Cummins 


(CSAS) and Scott Haggard (SBPM) 
proposed an amendment to the bill 
that would take $5 from each of the 
student groups that received a mid- 
year adjustment to create a $260 
allocation for Independence 
Magazine. The amendment failed, 
11 votes to nine.

Independence Magazine, which 
was formerly a publication of the 
American Collegiate Conservatives 
and now operates as a separate 
entity, was allocated $340 during 
the Senate’s mid-year review, but 
staff members said a $540 funding 
increase would provide them with 
the money required to publish one 
issue of the paper. 

Independence Magazine’s 
staffers said the Senate should 
have spent more time discussing 
the finance bill, which was debated 
for only 20 minutes after Finance 
Committee Chair J.P. Blackford 
motioned to limit debate on the 


“For the entire Senate to 'decide 
on $11,000 in allocations in that 
amount of time is a fraud,” said 
Nick Provenzo, editor in chief of 
Independence Magazine. “Nobody 
has enough time to think objective- 
ly in that little time.” 

Though many student organiza- 
tions have protested the SA’s mid- 
year allocations, only 

Independence Magazine voiced its 
complaints at Tuesday’s meeting. 

“J.P. has made it a mission not 
to fund Independence Magazine,” 
Provenzo said. 

Several senators made propos- 
als to shift funds to Independence 
Magazine, but Blackford said the 
Finance Committee was hesitant to 
stray from the figures it presented. 

“I think the Senate needs to 
keep in mind the amount of time 
that the Finance Committee 
spends considering the alloca- 
tions,” Blackford said. “We had a 
lot of resources in front of us when 
we made the decisions - we had 
the organizations’ budgets.” 

Several students who attended 
the meeting expressed disapproval 
of the Senate’s decision to limit 
debate. 

“I think they’re really hypocriti- 
cal,” said Philip Klein, news editor 


of Independence Magazine. ‘Tvej 
spoken to SA officials, and the; 
always say they want to open dis- 
cussion to other people. But the; 
make it so incredibly difficult to 
have public debate.” 

In other business, the Senate 
passed a resolution to support 
recycling initiatives on campus. 
The resolution calls for the cooper- 
ation of the SA, the University 
administration. Facilities 

Management, ARAMark and the 
Institute for the Environment to 
standardize and enhance recycling 
in residence halls and other cam- 
pus buildings. 

Cummins introduced two bills 
that would amend SA bylaws to 
prevent student groups from using 
SA-allocated money to fund cam- 
paign endorsements or candidate 
forums. The bills will be reviewed 
by the Rules and Finance commit- 
tees before being presented to the 
Senate. 

In addition, SA President 
Damian McKenna also told the 
Senate that two people have been 
appointed to investigate the recent 
leak of an internal memorandum 
to The GW Hatchet. 

“It’s a waste of time that I even 
have to say this,” McKenna said. 
He added that officials who were 
discovered to have leaked the 
memo would be immediately dis- 
missed from the executive branch 
or impeached from the Senate. 

Undergraduate Sen. Lance 
Rothenberg (CSAS) called for the 
Senate to concentrate more on its 
business than on the in-fighting 
and negativity that has character- 
ized the past few weeks. 

“This has been a particularly 
tense meeting,” Rothenberg said. 
“There have been a lot of petty 
comments and a lot of petty tactics 
in the SA office. We should stop 
bickering amongst our'selves.”

people of color” in high-power posi- 
tions, National Organization for 
Women President Patricia Ireland 
told students Tuesday evening in a 
lecture at the GW Law School. 

Ireland called California’s pas- 
sage of Proposition 209, which pro- 
hibits preferential treatment in 
state or public employment or edu- 
cation, a “harbinger of things to 
come” in an approaching attack on 
affirmative action. She said it is 
part of the backlash on women’s 
rights. “With all the gains we’ve 
made,” she said, “it shouldn’t sur- 
prise us that there is a backlash. 

“I want to celebrate, but also 
sound an alarm. We need to keep 
the pressure on.” 

Ireland spoke about recent 
events affecting women. She said 
plans to separate men and women 
in military basic training - stem- 
ming from the alleged rapes and 
sexual assaults at the U.S. Army’s 
Aberdeen Proving Ground in 
Maryland - would not eliminate 
the problem. 

Ireland also told anecdotes 
about her work in the feininist 
movement and talked about her 
new book, What Women Want. She 
said earlier in her life she had not 
recognized discrimination and 
cited an incident when Pan Am, 
where she had worked for many 
years, would not give health bene- 
fits to her husband, but would pro- 
vide them to the wives of male 
employers. 

She also named gains that the 
women’s movement has champi- 
oned, like the Violence Against 
Women Act, signed by President 
Clinton in 1994, which she said 
recognized the violation of women’s 
civil rights. 

“We have changed language 
and culture in order to inspire 
young girls as well as young boys,” 
Ireland said. “Firemen are now 
firefighters and mailmen are mail 
carriers. 

“We have broken through all- 
male bastions like the Supreme 
Court anH -malo mili + nrir Qr>cir1o_ 


“For women to get elected into 
office, they have to be childless and 
have a dirty house,” she said. 

Ireland asked the law students 
in the audience to use their talents 
to work for women’s rights and she 
urged them to run for office or get 
politically involved. 

“There are lots of trade-offs and 
there are lots of hard times . . . but 
the end result is so well worth it,” 
she said. 

Third year law student Tracy 
Egoscue said she was impressed 
with Ireland’s speech. 

“I thought she was great ... I 
think it’s interesting to listen to 
her because she is very calm, yet 
she has a lot of passion,” Egoscue 
said. “I’m graduating and trying to 
figure out what to do with my life 
and it’s really difficult as a female 
professional. I’m really glad she 
talked about things like that. 

“I liked the way she talked 
about the whole issue of affirma- 
tive action. I’m from California and 
I think that has a particular signif- 
icance to me. I like the way she 
thinks of it as a women’s issue,” 
she added. 

“I thought she was a very artic- 
ulate speaker and she made some 
good points,” said first year law 
student Nathan Smith. “I had 
heard she was a very interesting 
and provocative speaker and I was 
interested in hearing what she had 
to say.” 

Women’s studies professor 
Bonnie Morris said she had seen 
Ireland speak many times before. 
“She’s an ideal speaker ... I see 
both women and men in debate 
who have not bothered to become 
polished speakers. I think that’s a 
really important skill for students 
to develop,” she said. 

“Learning to be confident and 
to connect with the audience is 
easier said than done, so I think 
she’s been a terrific leader because 
that’s one of her most effective 
areas.”

changing attitudes, would make a 
difference in the gun control prob- 
lem. The aim of the regulations, 
Brady said, is to keep guns out of 
the hands of known criminals, 
felons, children and those adjudi- 
cated to be mentally ill. 

Brady spoke about the seven- 
year effort to pass the Brady Bill, 
gun control legislation requiring a 
five-day waiting period and manda- 
tory background check. 

“The Brady Bill has stopped 
over 100,000 prohibited purchasers 
from buying guns over the counter,” 
Brady said. 

That bill, along with the crime 
bill and national ban on assault 
weapons, has been responsible for a 
decrease in crime over the last two 
years, Brady said. 

Crimes involving guns have 
decreased more than any other 
kind of violent crime since the leg- 
islation was passed, Brady added. 

In addition to gun control legis- 
lation, Brady described the lobby’s 
efforts to get manufacturing regu- 
lations and gun safety laws 
passed. 

“A teddy bear or colored “Tickle- 
Me-Elmo’ has 12 different kinds of 
regulations ... for guns, there are 
no regulations for manufacturing of 
any kind,” Brady said. “Eventually, 
we’d like to see guns treated like 
cars, with licensing, fingerprint 
background checks, registration

and mandatory safety training.” 

When asked how the health care 
industry could get involved, Brady 
urged the audience to “make gun 
control an issue” with their individ- 
ual congressmen and to get 
involved with local organizations 
such as the Ronald Reagan 
Institute, Positions for Social 
Responsibility and Handgun 
Control, Inc.

Watergate’s and Sondra’s quality 
and presentation far outweigh Tony’s, 
but their flowers are pricier. If you 
don’t want to apply for another stu- 
dent loan to pay for your Valentine’s 
Day’s plans, then Tony’s will suffice, 
especially for the classic roses.

The menu consists mainly of New 
Orleans Creole food and boasts crab 
meat cooked in more ways than 
Bubba’s shrimp in Forrest Gump.

For 1997, that movie will be Unhook the Stars (Miramax). Unhook the 
Stars is the story of Mildred (Gena Rowlands, Gloria), a housewife with 
an empty house. Her children have moved out and have lives of their 
own, and her husband has passed away. Mildred desperately looks for 
something to care for, but can’t find anything. 

One day later Mildred’s door rings. Her new neighbor Monica (Marisa 
■■■■■■■r’!!!”.-.., iTomei, My Cousin Vinny) and her

take care of J.J. while Monica works double shifts at her job. 

Mildred slowly brings J.J. out of his introspective shell and into a nor- 
mal childhood, while filling the hole in her life at the same time. As Monica 
progresses deeper and deeper into alcoholism, J.J. rises into blessed 
normalcy and eventually takes over a paper route. 

In a strange but poignant aside in the film, Mildred and Monica go 
boozing and man-hunting one night. As Tomei’s Monica is pawed at by 
two or three men at a time, Mildred quietly converses with a middle-aged 
truck driver, who is intrigued and attracted to her. For the first time in 
Unhook the Stars, Mildred’s identity is self-created, rather than formed by 
the people she cares for. 

The only mistake made in Unhook the Stars is the casting of Gerard 
Depardieu {Green Card) as the truck driver. Depardieu has no idea how 
to play a philosophical trucker and looks tremendously out of place in a 
seedy country western bar. 

Unhook the Stars is really about circles of life. 'Mildred finally starts to 
have her own circle. Monica’s life comes full circle during the movie. Even 
the actors’ lives are cyclical. Rowlands’ son, Nick Cassavetes, directed 
Unhook the Stars. 

Unhook the Stars isn’t flashy, it isn’t complex, it doesn’t have a new 
scene with Jabba the Hut and it doesn’t have a big, sexy cast. But it is a 
beautiful statement about life and about how people live it. 

Unhook the Stars opens in theaters Friday.

Once Vusi is reunited with his family, he discovers 
that his younger brother Steven has gotten involved with 
drugs and has put himself in danger by double-crossing 
the leader of a dangerous criminal cartel. 

Joined by his brother’s girlfriend (model Elizabeth 
Hurley), the two sift their way through the South African 
underworld to find Steven. As they do, they discover that 
the mean streets of Johannesburg are no different than 
those of the United States. 

The movie starts off promisingly. The idea of an 
Americanized young man thrown back into a South 
African environment is quite original. The culture clash is 
extremely fun and interesting to watch. But this fades fast. 

What could have been a new, unique story that 
shows the huge differences in culture and viewpoints 


between two different societies quickly turns into nothitij 
more than an urban war between Vusi, trying to find his 
place in the world, and the belligerent drug dealer (Ving 
Rhames, Pulp Fiction), who killed Vusi’s brother. The 
freshness of the film disappears as soon as this partol 
the story begins. 

Of course, Rhames is always a trip to watch, buttte 
part is too small for him and the character not developed 
enough to show his full acting potential. Ice Cube is quite 
good, but too often he launches into political babble 
about the wrongs done to African Americans in the 
United States. It appears to be out of place and doesnl 
flow with the film. 

Lastly, the music was way too contrived. The editors 
tried too hard to cram rap into the film. Most of what is 
played seems out of place or inappropriate. 
Dangerous Ground is now showing in theaters.

been part of the JEC charter “as far 
back as can be documented,” Norin 
said. 

“The plaintiff abused the rules,” 
he added. “His actions gave him a 
huge advantage, and he should be 
held accountable.” 

JEC members said they were 
concerned that if no fines could be 
[ assessed for violations committed 
outside the official election season, 

I then candidates would simply 
choose to do as much campaigning 
as possible outside that official peri- 
od. 

I The JEC also argued that by 
' turning in campaign materials for 
approval, Lewis was tacitly declar- 
ing his candidacy even though he 
had not yet officially filed. Petron, 
however, said Lewis was “acting out 
of convenience,” and that turning in 
the materials was not a declaration 
of candidacy. 

JEC members said they were 
pleased with the decision, adding 
they felt it would help strengthen 


the power of the JEC. 

“This is a great leap forward for 
the JEC in legitimizing and codify- 
ing elections,” JEC Chair Chris 
Moody said. “This ensures fair and 
equal process to every candidate at 
any time.” 

JEC member Jeff Carroll said if 
Lewis wishes, he can appeal to the 
JEC based on the merits of the case 
against him. However, Lewis said 
he did not plan to appeal, but rather 
to use his time to step up his cam- 
paign. 

“With six days left, my focus is 
on winning,” Lewis said Wednesday. 
“I have the option of appealing, but 
I think I’ll let it lie.” 

Lewis now has 40 points on his 
record. Ten more points would dis- 
qualify him from the race. 

Lewis added that he was disap- 
pointed by the decision. “I’m very 
interested in hearing what the 
court’s rationale was,” he said.

The Student Court firmly estab- 
lished its role in the campus-elec- 
tion process with two landmark 
decisions this week. 

The court first stopped the Joint 
Elections Committee from inter- 
preting a clause in the Student 
Association that set the threshold 
for getting elected without a run- 
off 

But in a more groundbreaking 
decision, the court upheld the 
JEC’s authority to govern candi- 
dates even before they file a decla- 
ration of candidacy. Although the 


court’s written opinion for Lewis 
JEC is not yet available, the un 
imous decision indicates broad sii 
port for the JEC’s power to re 
late all aspects of the campus el 
tions. 

Presidential candidate Andri 
Lewis was fined by the JEC i 
actions that took place before 
group’s final rules were mai 
available and before he filed a d 
laration to be a candidate. 

The court seemed to indica 
that students who campaign a 
candidates regardless of whet 
they file official paperwork. 

“It’s landmark - it’s a gi 
precedent to set,” SA Execut 
Vice President Dianne Gayo 
said. “It’s unfortunate that Andr 
was the brunt of the change ... t 
it’s good for general campus poli 

Chief Judge Tom Boer ackno' 
edged the court’s willingness 
become a more important playeij 
the election process. 

“The court plays a very inij 
tant role on campus,” he said, 
reaffirmed that position. ” 
added that at least two-thirdi 
the court’s cases are election-re 
ed, giving even more emphasil 
the decisions.

Both will have 
impact on the way elections wi 
run in the future,” he said.

The board 
now includes 13 student leaders. 

'The Black Peoples’ Union, repre- 
sented by Walker, and the 
International Student Society, rep- 
resented by Julia Castelloni, are the 
only seats established for minority 
student groups. That he and 
Anjelious Farmer, the SA’s vice pres- 
ident for graduate student policy, 
are minorities is merely a fortunate 
coincidence, he said.

Harvard University and Georgetown University. It 
also was sent to an editor at a newspaper in 
Salisbury, Md., state legislators in Massachusetts 
and Vermont and U.S. Attorney General Janet Reno. 

“It was horrifying to me,” GW English professor 
Susan Willens said. “Unfortunately, so many of 
these accusations are cliches. It is upsetting that ... 
some crazies ... are perpetuating these myths and 
they are using our names.” 

AH the letters have had postmarks from Chicago 
and Irving Park, 111., Weiss said. 

“This surfaced about a year ago. It is targeted at 
random faculty across the Eastern seaboard. There 
doesn’t seem to be a particular rhyme or reason. 


This has been focused on the academic community. 
It is a hard thing to pin down. There is nothing other 
than the postmark which indicates the sources. 
Until you identify something, you don’t really know 
what their motives are,” said David Friedman, 
director of the ADL’s Washington office. 

“We just got a call this week from someone from 
Virginia Tech in the psychology department. We are 
monitoring who has received it. It appears extreme- 
ly random,” said Laura Kam, a spokesperson for the 
ADL’s Washington office. “It has been happening for 
a couple of years. We find the text to be distressing 
and containing inaccuracies. We know it is hurtful to 
people who receive it. We don’t believe there is any 
physical threat. It is not illegal to send these out.”

Colonials again lose lead but hang on, win 68-63

a five-second call on ODU point 
guard Brion Dunlop. Brade then 
grabbed a big offensive rebound 
and GW was able to cruise from 
there. 

Offensive rebounds were anoth- 
er key to the Colonials’ victory, as 
they grabbed 25 offensive boards 
for the game and 49 rebounds total 
- 13 more than the Monarchs. The 
Colonials did all this despite the 
absence of center Alexander Koul, 
who fouled out with 5:50 to go, fin- 
ishing with five points and 10 
rebounds. 

Rogers picked up the slack, 
pulling down 12 rebounds while 
scoring 14 points. Half of his points 
came from the foul line, where he 
hit seven of eight. 

“Offensive rebounds really hurt 
us in critical situations,” ODU 
head coach Jeff Capel said. 
“Shawnta Rogers is a tough player 
to prepare for and to play against. 
He comes up with every loose ball.” 

The Colonials dominated play 
in the first half, taking a 13-point 
lead with 4: 14 to go in the half But 
the Monarchs began to heat up as 
the half ended and were able to cut 
the GW lead to only six points 
when the buzzer sounded. 

ODU continued the pressure in 
the second half as the Colonials 
went ice-cold from the field. But 
the Monarchs were never able to 


percent from the field in the second 
half compared to the 25 percent 
the Colonials shot. 

Brade came up strong for GW, 
as he started in place of Yegor 
Mescheriakov, who was fighting a 
bad cold. He finished with 12 
points and a career-high nine 
rebounds. The sophomore swing- 
man said the win shows that GW 
has not given up on the season. 

“It shows that we are learning 
from our mistakes,” Brade said. 
“We took a good look at ourselves. 
Everyone knows what they have to 
do to be successful.” 

“J. J.’s on trial. I’m trying to find 
out if he’s learning,” Jarvis said. 
“He did well. He played with com- 
posure and played with enthusi- 
asm and controlled it the way he 
has to.” 

Both Mescheriakov and Seco 
Camara came off the bench to score 
11 points for GW. Hodge led the 
Monarchs with 22 points on 9-19 
shooting from the field. Forward 
Mark Poag added 15, while Cal 
Bowdler came off the bench and hit 
seven of nine shots from the field, 
finishing with a loud 15. 

Next up for the Colonials is an 
important Atlantic 10 game with 
Xavier, which sits atop the A- 10 
West Division. The game is 
Saturday at noon and will be tele- 
vised by ESPN. 


During the latter stages of 
Tuesday night’s men’s basketball 
game between GW and Old 
Dominion at the Smith Center, it 
looked as if the Colonials would 
once again show one of their now- 
patented second half collapses. 

After all, GW had again surren- 
dered a double-digit lead and again 
could not hit a field goal to save its 
life. On top of all that was the fact 
that the crowd of 3,426 was not 
exactly the impassioned throng the 
Colonials were used to. 

But despite all of the negatives, 
GW held on to take the 68-63 win, 
which may show that the Colonials 
are, in fact, learning from past mis- 
takes. 

“I knew we were going to win,” 
GW head coach Mike Jarvis said. 
“We’ve been in so many of these 
games, it’s the norm.” 

The Colonials won the game at 
the foul line, hitting 11 of their last 
13 shots from the charity stripe. 
They made 81 percent of their foul 
shots for the game. 

ODU had cut the GW lead to 62- 
61 with 1:47 to play when Monarch 
forward Odell Hodge hit a short 
fade-away jumper, but J.J. Brade 
and Shawnta Rogers hit four free 
throws while Andrei Krivonos

Krivonos, Brade come 
up big in win over ODU

GW men’s basketball head 
coach Mike Jarvis has called his 
team’s recent losses in close games 
“learning experiences.” If GW’s 68- 
63 win over Old Dominion Tuesday 
night was any indication, the 
lessons are beginning to sink in, 
particularly for Andrei Krivonos 
and J.J. Brade. 

Tuesday’s 
game looked 
familiar for most 
of the game. The 
Colonials were 
shooting poorly 
and were watch- 
ing a second half 
lead slowly slip 
away. The 3,426 fans in the Smith 
Center had seen this before in close 
GW losses to Xavier, St. Joseph’s, 
Massachusetts and Virginia 'Tech. 
But this game ended differently. 

The Colonials overcame 25 per- 
cent second half shooting with 
clutch free throw shooting and 
tough defense to hold on for the 
win, which may be an indication 
that the young Colonials are learn- 
ing how to win close games. 

“We’ve been in so many of these 
games it’s almost become the norm, 
but I thought we’d win this one,” 
Jarvis said. 

GW shot 81 percent from the 
free throw line for the game, mak- 



ing 17 of 22 foul shots in the second 
half to hold off two Old Dominion 
runs. The GW defense also intensi- 
fied in the closing minutes. 

After Old Dominion forward 
Mark Poag hit a three-pointer to 
cut the GW lead to three points, 
the Colonial defense held off the 
Monarchs. Krivonos spearheaded 
the attack, forcing Poag into a five- 
second violation and a critical 
turnover in the 
final minute. 
Krivonos also 
tied a career 
high with eight 
points. 

Another 
key contributor 
to the win was 
the resurgent 
Brade. The sophomore forward 
started in place of Mescheriakov 
and scored 12 points to go along 
with a career-high nine rebounds. 

Brade said the win over Old 
Dominion shows GW is learning 
how to win close games. “It took a 
few too many games for us to learn, 
I would have liked to have learned 
earlier,” Brade said. “I think it 
shows we’re learning from our mis- 
takes.” 

“J.J. Brade is on trial,” Jarvis 
said. “I have to find out how he’s 
going to perform, especially in 
pressure situations, so tonight was 
a little bit of an extra test for one 
J.J. Brade. He did well.”
